Only Duster So Far One Drilled By 
Martin's Ferry Parties. Other 
Good Wells. 


Not a tre a t deal has been hear* 
lately from the Uniontown, Ohio, oil 
lipid, but it I as a pretty good future 
I efore at unless the followers of the 
>>ii business are very far wrong ii 
their estimates of its value as a field. 
When the Belmont oil company, a Mar­ 
tin's Ferry concern, drilled a well a 
few weeks ago and got a duster inter 
est lagged in this 
section 
because 
most of the territory in which local 
people people had invested their mon­ 
ey was near tile duster and therefore; 
became an uncertain quantity. 
Some 


got the idea from that one duster that 
the field was not going to be worth 
much, but one duster does not con­ 
demn an oil field. 
The Belmont's well is the only dus­ 
ter in the field.

ported dry. but in beth a second pay 
v as found that made them fairly good- 
wells. 
The Caldwell No. 3 is a nota 
Me example of the false reports cir­ 
culated.

There are three wells on the 
Caldwell farm all on one line. 
Either 
side of the Caldwell No. 
3 
and 
at 
right angles to the one formed by the 
three on that farm, are two other 
wells, both of them better than any 
of the Caldwell wells.
